Bethel  Organised 

Later  in  1800  the  Bethel 
Church  was  organized  on  Bayou 
Sara.  Wilkinson  County,  some 
four  miles  southwest  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  site  of  Woodville,  to  be- 
TOme  later  the  Woodville  Bap¬ 
tist  Church.  New  Providence 
Church  in  Amite  County  was 
organized  on  July  27,  1805.  with 
12  charter  members  fin  May  9, 
180tfi  Ebenezer  Baptist  Church 
was  organized  on  Bear  Creek, 
Amite  County,  near  the  Lou-_ 
isiana  line.  Time  had  arrived 
for  an  Association. 

The  Mississippi  Baptist  Asso¬ 
ciation  was  formed  of  delegates 
from  these  six  widely  scattered 
churches  —  Adams,  Amite,  Clai-

Counties  —  In  September,  1808, 
in  the  meeting  house  of  the 
Mother  Church,  Salem,  for  a 
closer  fellowship  with  each  oth¬ 
er  and  to  combine  their  efforts 
for  evangelizing  this  vast  wild¬ 
erness  country. 

The  Mother  Church,  Salem, 
did  nut  live  long.  dissiHving  in 
regular  order  in  August,  1834. 
New  .Hope  ceased,  to  exist  about 
a  year  laterr  183S.  Bayou  Pierre 
faded  out  about  1840.  New  Pro¬ 
vidence  disappeared  from  the 
records  about  IJiSO.  Thus,  only 
two  of  the  original  six  churches 
are  left,  alive  and  active  today 
— that’ is,  BeUiel  on  Bayou  Sara 
which  continues  as  Woodville 
Baptist  Church,  .and  Ebeqezer.

The  Effectiveness  of  o  Sermon 

What  determines  the  effectiveness  of  a  sermon?  That 
question  has  often  crossed  the  mind  of  the  writer.  This 
question  likewise  should  be  the  concern  of  Baptist  preach¬ 
ers  in  particular  and  BaptiMs  in  general. 

A  preacher’s  chief  function  is  perhaps  that  which  he 
performs  in  the  pulpit.  His  most  sacred  duty  perhaps  is 
that  of  breaking  the  bread  of  life  for  the  congregation. 

_ Then  the^estion  of  what  determines  the  eflecUveness 

of  a  sermon  is  most  important.  Effective  sermons  are  surely 
the  abjective  of  both  preacher  and  congregation.

At  first  thought  one  would  think  that  the -effectiveness 
of  a  sermon  depends  upon  the  preacher’s  delivery,  mate¬ 
rial  and  sincerity.  - 

In  second  thought  we  quicklw  see  that  the  effective¬ 
ness  of  a  given  sernmn  depends  upon  the  preacher’s  ability 
to  preach  the  sermon  and  upon  the  abriiiy  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  to  assimilate  and  digest  the  sermon. 

.The  final  effectiveness  of  the  sermon  will  be  deter¬ 
mine  by  the  congregation. 

■Ine  preacher  should -preach  Christ  and  the  Bible,  to 
be  sure,  but  at  the  same  time  must  apply  them  to  life  sit¬ 
uations.  — 

Meaning  that  the  preacher’s  sermons,  to  be  effective, 
will  be  laden  not  only  with  scripture  but  with  current 
events  and  with  what  is  happening  in  the  world  today. 

^  Therefore  the  congregation,  to  get  the  beoefit  of  these 
merges,,  must  be  conversant  with  what  he  is  speaking  of. 

A  preacher  may  preach  a  sermon  to  one  congregation 
with  splendid  r-esuits.  He  cotrid  preach  the  same  sermon  to- 
another  congregation  with  only  mediocre  results.  The  dif¬ 
ference  would  lie  in  the  difference  betwen  the  copgrega-, 
tions  to  assimilate  the  message. 

Th  crux  of  the  matter  therefore  is  the  information  and 
development  of  the  congregation. 

We  now  come  nearer  to  the  core  of  the  matter.  The 
pastor  who  wants  to  improve  thd  effectiveness  of  his  ser¬ 
mons  will  work  at  it  from  two  angles — his  ow-n  preaching 
and  the  development  of  the  information  of  his  congrega^ 
tion. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  a  pastor  can  encourage 
his  congregation  to  become  more  informed.  'The  best  v/ay 
is  to  encourage  them  to  read  regularly  the  Baptist  Record. 
We  would  suggest  an  occasional  reference  to  this  from  the 
pulpit,  in  bulletins  and  in  other  ways. 

Frankly  we  do  not  know  how  a  Baptist  can  be  an  in¬ 
formed  Baptist  Avithout.  constantly  reading  the  Baptist 
Record. 

Baptist  Record  readers  in  the  con^gation  are  easier 
t6  preach  to.  They  will  more  quickly  catch  the  import  of 
the  sermon.  They  will  be  more  sympathetic.  'They  will 
more  ouickly  catch  the  point  and  understand.  They  will 
be  challenged  more  readily. 

There  is  hardly  anything  a  pastor  can  do  to  Improve 
the  effectiveness  of  his  sermons  more  than  by  encouraging 
his  congregation  to  read  the  state  Baptist  paper. 


35.  Does  this  apply  today? 
ANSWER:  The  principle  appliestv 
today  but  there  is  a  ''general 
opinion  that  the  status  of 
men  wa.s  very  different  in  Nenf 
Testament  daysTfrohi  ouf  da^^ 
The  principle  is  stated  Hi  I  Tim. 
2:10,  that  women  are  to  dress 
and  behave  as  “beeoraeth  wo¬ 
men  professing  godliness.”  In 
other  words.  Paul  was  not  try¬ 
ing  to  lay  down  rules  for  all 
women  of  all  time,  but  for  those 
in  that  particular  culture. 

In  the  Galatians  (3:28)  Paul 
stated  that  there  is  "neither 
male  nor  female:  for  all  are  one 
In  Christ  Jesus.”  Apparently  he 
meant  that^ere  was_no  dis- 
criminatiod-Jn  the  church. 

This  old  question  of  femin¬ 
ism  has  been  kicked  around  for 
the  last  hundred  years,  especial-, 
ly  as  women  have  grown  in 
their  freedom.  Surely  the 
church  does  not  wish  to  be  the 
last  to  accept  women  on  equal 
.level  and  status  with  men. 

On  the  othei'^haml,  men  are 
the  n^Stnral  leaders,  and  both 
men  and  women  are  usually 
happiest  when  men  assume 
their  rightful  place.  Women  can 
probably,  do  their  best  service 
by  pushing  the  men  forward  in 
church  work.  But  to  quote  a 
verse  here  and  there  in  the  New 
Testament  Is  a  poor  way  to  ar¬ 
rive  at  Christian  procedures.
